Spring Horse Show 


Unqualified approval of a job well done 
must be accorded Mr. C. W. Ross and his

Edmonton Spring Horse Show. At a time 
when horses for utility and work are fast 
becoming a thing of the past on our farms, 
it is nevertheless re-assuring to know that 
lovers of good “horseflesh” are able to put 
on such an outstanding show. 

Grant McEwan, of the University of 
Manitoba, announced that in at least one 
class, Saddle Pairs, all entries were so well 
roatched and of such a high standard that 
it was extremely difficult to make selection 
of prize winners. 

It is unfortunate that.more farmers of 
Northern Alberta did not know of the Spring 
Horse Show but we understand that this 
weakness in advance publicity will be correct- 
ed next year. Generally speaking, few farm- 
ers. at this-time of year subscribe to a 
daily paper and few have time to spend 
long hours listening to the radio. Officials 
of the Northern Alberta Light Horse Society 
should try to fill inthe gap another year by 
co-operating with the -weekly press, which 
serves rural Alberta, on advertising and 
publicity. 


New Yacht for the Queen 


The British have decided to build the 
coyal family a new yacht. The present 
royal yacht was built for Queen Victoria, 
“and has lain for .vears in Portsmouth 
harbor, condemned as “unseaworthy” by 
the Admiralty. 

The new royal yacht will. be a four 
thousand ton, twenty-one-knot, fifty-five 
beam craft, It will cost about three mil- 
ion dollars and will be convertible to a 
hospital ship in time of war. 

Britain has always provided its rulers 
_with adequate seagoing transportation but. 
‘in recent years. this tradition has been 
neglected. King George VI was the first 


ruling monarch in three centuries::who: 


did not own a seagoing yacht. Charles IT 
had twenty-six yachts. Queen Victoria 


had eight built during her sixty-four. year . 


‘reign. In England a royal yaeht is not 
considered a luxury but a necessity. And 
‘since the Duke of Edinburgh served with 
the Royal] Navy in the last war as a Lieut.- 
‘Commander, in command of the frigate 


Magpie, it is altogether fitting that the 
- Royal couple enjoy a royal yacht — at 


\Jeast that is how the British Conservative 
Government feels about it. 


Irrigation Possibilities 


Nearly 30 per cent of the earth’s Jand 
urea, or about 9 billion acres, is arid ov 
flesert soil. Only about 100 million acres 
of this, less than 1 per cent, are presently 
irrigated, An additional 200 million acres 
can be put “under the ditch.” 

The above information was given in an 
address by Dr. Charles E. Kellogg, chief .of 
the United States soil suyvey division, at the 
international conference on desert irrigation 
held in Jerusalem. 

Dr. Kellogg pointed out that svil scien- 
tists have hitherto been unable to study arid 
soils located far away from. population 
centres, In his opinion many teams of ex- 
perts will be needed to make any progress 
in this new and untouched field. Unless 
soi) irrigation projects are carefully picked, 
a jot of money: and effort will be wasted.

The Church and the Gospel

Speeches given at the recent United Church 
Lethbridge would indicate that 
several Church leaders are not satisfied with the 
work being done by the Church. I wonder if 
in considering the “work” of the Church, church 
leaders of today are feeling any real satisfaction 


with the message being delivered from the pulpits, 
Sunday by Sunday, in our present day churches. 

It is possible for a person to attend church 
from the day of their christening to the day of 
their death, and never know the fundamental] pur- 
pose for the church’s existence. 

Many of our present day. preachers and min- 
ister's are like John Wesley, who, born and brought 
up in the atmosphere of the 
Church of England of the early 
eighteenth century, became a 
renowned preacher of great elo- 
quence; acceptable to any pulpit 
in London. But that was before 
John Wesley found that he had 
the form of Christian faith only 
and not the substance. 

Wesley found, after a mis- 
sionary trip to America and a 
meeting-up with a smal). group 
of German Moravian Christians 
that he was not converted, not 
saved, not—-born again. 

But John Wesley, like the Prodigal son, did 
indeed come to a knowledge of his soul’s lost con- 
dition and after years of formal Christianity took 
on the very substance in a right-about-face con- 
version and joyfully sprang to the task of preach- 
ing his new-found gospel in the old familiar pulpits. 

If any argument was required to prove John 
Wesley was a new man “born again” it is this:

that his old church associates didn’t want. him ~ 


preaching the gospel of salvation in their churches! 
So the veteran preacher, but new convert had to 
go out into the “highways and byways” of England 
io preach to the uNchurched common people of 
England. And from that began the great Methodist 
movement that brought in its wake not only the 
great spiritual changes but also the social revolu- 


tions of the 18th and 19th centuries. -

Travellers from. England these days report 
that the gospel of salvation through the vicarious 
sufferings of Christ is now being preached in the 
“tow” .Church of England, but not the. “high.” 
Present-day Methodists and Baptists seem to. avoid 
preaching it today in England as so many of them 
do. here in Canada. It is unusual to hear a 
Baptist or United Church Minister tell their con- 
gregation that they have to accept the Lord Jesus 
as their personal saviour if they are to gain Ever. 
lasting Life. 

It is not difficult, therefore, to understand 
what happened in the life of Elva Sherwin, wife 
of Richard W. Sherwin, Edmonton contractor, who 
died recently in Philadelphia and was buried in 
Edmonton, 

Al the funeral service, the minister 
how, having lived most of her 
phere of the Christian church, 
hand, found one day they were both lacking in the 
vital factor spiritual re-birth-—and how this im- 
portant event in her life changed her for time and 
eternity. 

She was first baptized in the Church of Christ 
at Hanna at the age of 14. Along with her husband 
she experienced a new birth of spirit at the Beulah 
Tabernacle in Edmonton in the spring of 1949. 
This quickening of her inner life brought un- 
hesitant commitment to Christ as her personal 
Saviour and Lord of Life. From that time she 
walked more closely with God, had more definite 
purpose in living, and experienced a deeper joy 
whieh was apparent to her friends and loved ones. 
Thus, her “outer nature’’ was wasting, her 
“inner nature" was being renewed day by day. «

WHY NOT PAINT A CLEAR PICTURE?

There is a grouv of people. who 
are trying to confuse the rural 
electrification picture in Alberta. 
They are undoubtedly sincere in 
their desire to make the utility a 
publicly owned affair. They use 
comparisons between Alberta and 
Manitoba and between Alberta 
and Saskatchewan to entice the 
Alberta farmers under their wing. 

It is true that Manitoba builds 
the lines direct to the farm to be 
served and that there are 27,000 
farms already electrified in Mani- 
toba. It is also true that the 
Manitoba Power.Commission owes 
the Provincial Government the 
sum of $35,000,000 with an addi- 
tion of $10,000,000 under author- 
ization and not yet expended. This 
part of the story. is never men- 
tioned from the public platform. 

And. another thing, Manitoba 
has had a surplus of power since 
1910 and has been in the rural 
electrification nicture for twenty 
years. Likewise, the Saskatche- 
wan Power Commission owes the 
Saskatchewan Provincial Govern

This province has made no 
bones of its inability’ to ‘construct 
free rural linés to farm premises. 
Saskatchewan is not’so' fortunate- 
ly situated as either Manitoba or 
Alberta in the matter of power 
resources.

Priest Says Man In 


Moon Is Woman 


ST. ADOLPHE, Man.—(BUP) 
—-The Rev. Leon Rivard, owner 
of the largest home-made tele- 
scope in the. province, claims the 
Man in.the Moon is a woman. 

The 67-year-old Roman Catho- 
Tic priest presented details for 
proof, Her figure measures 860 
miles from head to toe and can 
.be seen lying between two moun- 
tain chains on the southwest seg 
ment of the satellite. 

. The elderly priest has studied 
hundreds of stars as well as the 
trajectory of planets, during the 
past three years. He first began 
his study in 1948 with a three- 
inch mirror telescope. 

His interest in the heavenly 
bodies began while he was study- 
ing for the priesthod at Ste. Hya- 
cinthe. Que. It was not until 
after five years as a missionary 
and 32 years as a pastor at Ile de 


Chene, Man., however, that he 
took a serious interest in his 
hobby. 


His observatory on the grounds 
of the St. Adolphe Catholic con- 
vent has a dome rising more than 
20 feet and is designed to the 
exact scale of the Dominion Ob- 
servatory at Victoria, B.C. He 
calls it “Observatoire St. Andre’ 
after the French saint. 

The dome houses a powerful 
65-inch Newtonian reflecting 
telescope and has two large panels 
which open at one section of the 
roof to give full view of the skies. 
The 65-inch reflector is believed 
the most powerful in the province. 

The telescop@, mounted exactly 
the same as those in Victoria and 
Mt. Palomar, Calif., can probe 
the heavens 40,000,000 light years 
away while tie concave reflectin: 
surface can magnify up to 260 
diameters. 

The reflecting mirror, ground 
to precision by Father Rivard, has 
lead pipes for supporting rods, a 
washing machine wheel for pivot- 
ing and tobacco cans filled with 
lead for counter-balance weights. 

Father Rivard says he has a lot 
ef work to do on his home observ- 
atory yet. He plans to build a 


precision clock to automatically 
keep the telescone lined up with 
whatever heavenly body he is 
atudying, and a camera to take 
pictures of any new developments 
in the universe. mn

Dispute Value Of 
Lands In Vicinity 
Namao Airport 


EDMONTON — Conflicting es- 
timates on value of mineral rights 
on a quarter section of Jand 
adjacent to the Namao airport 
were given Tuesday by witnesses 
testifying in the Exchequer Court 
of Canada, 

The case arises out of expro- 
priation of the land in March, 
1950, for the erection of resi- 
dences and other buildings for the 
airport project. Mrs. Mary 
Pearse, widow from whom 
the land was expropriated, claims 
she is» unable to develop her 
minerals rights and that she has 
not been compensated. 

Two geologists gave evidence 
on the value of the mineral rights. 
One of them placed it at a mini- 
mum of $23,000, and the other 
at $9,000, f 

Ian Cook, Calgary consulting 
geologist, gave the: higher figure. 
He said he -considered his mini- 
mum estimated value of $23,000 
“a fair and reasonable sum.” 

The quarter section formerly 
owned ‘by Mrs. Pearse, is 11/8 
miles from a well that produces 40 
gallons a day from the Lower 
Cretaceous sands, Mr. Cook said. 

Henry Kunst of Calgary, a 
geologist with Imperial Oil Ltd., 
testified on behalf of the govern- 
ment. He said the Pearse property 
would not be considered for drill- 
ing by his company. 

He estimated the value of the 
mineral rights at $9,000, if a 100 
per cent lease was included. 

This is the second time the 
Pearse case has been before the 
Exchequer Court. It came to trial 
last October but was’ adjourned 
when counsel apparently reached 
a settlement. 

Under the terms of the settle- 
ment, the Crown agreed to pay 
Mrs. Pearse $24,000 for the sur- 
face, and co-operate with her or 
the lessee of the mineral rights 
in the drilling of wells on the 
property. This. settlement was re- 
jected by department of transport 
officials, making necessary the 
specia] court sitting now in prog- 
ress.
